Commencing Monday October 14th 
and continuing until] November 15th 
the Red Cross will make a Dominion 
wide appeal for war funds. 'Lnis will 
be the second campaign to raise funds 
During the first campaign Aloerta 
went far over the top and it is hopea 
that it will do so again. The need 
for funds is far greater today owing 
to the tragic change in war condi- 
tions. 

Of all the manifold services per- 
formed by the Red Cross, and ont 
which is never seen by the Canadian 
whose contributions to the Society 
makeit possible, that roup of dutie: 
which originated during the last wat 
under the category of Information 
and Records is distinctly feminine. 
Every phase of the work is done by 
‘women, hundreds of volunteers who 
ate gathered from Canadians living ir 
England, most of whom have hus- 
bands or brothers in the service, 02 
from British women with connections 
mone or less close to Canada, 

Originally undertaken during the 
Great War as a service to Canadian 
relatives who were unable to ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of men over- 
seas, the work quickly reached 
gigantic proportions and attained of 
ficials status when the War Office as- 
signed the task to the little group o 
volunteers, Basically, its duties were 
to locate wounded or missing men as 
quickly as possible and notify reta- 
tives, a work which would have slow- 
ed or hampered the army’s cfficia 
worktrs in the nominal duty of car- 
ing for wounded. 

In the rush of handling casualties 
army officials have little time tc 
notify next-of-kin of more than thc 
bare fact that a man has been wound. 
ed. To relieve the worry and anvxiet) 
of folks at home the Red Cro:s se 
up a hospital. Whenever a man enters 
that hospital, a friendly letter is 
sent to his kin, to ke followed regular- 
ly by other letters which are writter 
for. him if he is wholly incapacitated 
Today that work is being done by : 
wide-flung onganization in Englan 


which has a centra] office at 20 
Berkeley Square, London. 
In the course of this work, many 


men were found who had been re 

ported missing. So many iwere locat- 
ed by the Red Cross that the War 
Office endowed the organization with 
the job.of keeping track of missing 
men, because many such men were 
found ‘to be prisoners-of-war with 
whom the Red Cross alone was abl 
to make contact. So thoroughly, was 
the work done that the organizatio 

soon assumed the extra duty of beini 
the solé official onganization through 
which prisonere could be n2ached 
with parcels of clothing and food. 

Today, in England, the work i: 
being done exactly as it was during 
the ‘Great War, with the additiona) 
wervices of a Comforts Department 
which, supplies every man with a bag 
of comforts (made by Red Crass 
idee in Canada) and such thing: 
as newspapers as soon as he reache: 
hospital; a letters department which 
provides women in every hospital-to 
write relatives and keep them posted 
on the progress of a man; hospital] 
visiting, which sees that every man 
in ‘hospital has a visitor every day 
who will et the things he needs and 
other similar branches. 

Hundreds of Canadian women de- | 
Votel their full time to the work, aid-| 
ed by others who have a personal 
interest in Canada. Typica] of such 
women is the Hon, Mrs, Piers Legh 
who; spent several years with her 
husband when he was aide-de-camp 
to Canada’s Governor-General. She} 
heads a department which has a/ 
home waiting for every Canadian 
convelescent when he emerges from 
hospital, so that he can rest amid 
homelike surroundings in the country,

by Aiberta Pool elevators during ta 
oarrent year, in o:dzy that patron 
might yet additional storage space to 
their deliveries, was revealed in :

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


September 28th is the anniversary 
of the landing of the Normans on the 
shores of Britain in 1066, The Nor- 
mans assembled 3,000 vessels and 
60,000 men on the French coast dur- 
ing August, and in September as a 
ruse pretended to disperse their fleet 
and army.

The recent announcement that the Federal government is considering 
a proposal to send a mission of officials to Great Britain to study the needs 
of that country for Canadian agricultural produce appears to contain the 
germ of a reasonable and sensible suggestion, 


ductive of much good, Its effects, provided the mission is well chosen as 


to personnel, might be far reaching and the resultant objectives could very | French, English or bi-lingual camps. | 


well be beneficial to both Great Britain and this country, not only for the 
remainder of the war, but for the future, long after guns have ceased to 
bark and bombs to spread devastation. 

The immediate and paramount objective is, and necessarily must be, 
assistance to Great Britain to help her win the war as speedily and as 
effectively as possible and to this end Canadian agriculture must be directed 
with the greatest degree of efficiency possible. 

That this is the impelling force behind the proposal is evidenced by the 
words of the government spokesman who, making the announcement said: 
“If an official party goes over (to Great Britain), it will not be with the 
object of seeking 4 market for Canadian products, but rather to see what 


the needs are, and to make provision to supply them without haggling | 


over prices.” : 

This undoubtedly summarizes the viewpoint of every Western Cana- 
dian farmer who realizes that there will be no future at all for him and 
his family, that he will have no choice as to what he shali grow and how, 
and that what he does produce will be grown under conditions of absolute 
serfdom, if Hitler and his Nazi hordes are allowed to conquer Britain. 

At the same time, it is quite on the cards, that it will be found that 
the best form in which this assistance to the Motherland can be rendered, 
may be of material advantage to the future stabilization of the agricultural 
industry by directing it towards greater diversification, even though it may 
mean immediate sacrifices and perhaps sacrifices as long as the war lasts. 

* ” * ” 
Potential Objectives 

As the government spokesman said, the object of the mission is “not 
with the object of seeking a market for Canadian products,” but neverthe- 
less it may be tound upon investigation that the needs of Britain can best 
be served by furnishing in greater quantities and better quality those agri- 
cultural commodities which will serve the best interests of long-range agri- 
culture in this country. 

As an illustration one might cite butter as a potential objective, and 
butter is mentioned solely for illustrative purposes. 
other direct or derivative agricultural product might just as well be con- 
sidered, 

However, consider butter as a possible real and serviceable need for 
Britain which perhaps could be supplied by Western Canadian farmers. 

Western Canadians who have come in contact with children evacuated 
to this country since the outbreak of the war have commented upon the 
astonishment of these little Britishers at the lavishness with which butter 
is used in the average Canadian home. Butter, during the past few months 
has been so severely rationed in Britain that these little ones have become 
accustomed to eating their bread with little more than a thin trace of 
butter with which to garnish it. ne 

As every one knows, before the subjugation of Denmark, that unhappy 
country was one of the principal sources for the supply of butter to Britain. 
Butter has been rationed in Britain to infinitessimal quotas by Canadian 
standards, and margerine is being used to supplement these meagre sup- 
plies. Is is not possible that British people would welcome substantial sup- 
plies of good quality butter, if Canadian farmers were able to furnish good 
quality butter at a reasonable price, or even at a comparatively low price? 

If there is a reai need for butter in Great Britain and if other con- 


siderations due to the exigencies of the war do not stand in the way of| 
preventing acceptance of Canadian butter in the old land, might it not) 
be good business for the Western Canadian farmer to cater to this apparent | 


need at a very smdil margin, if the proposed delegation find that the road 
is open?

A Long Range View 

Assuming that such a need exists, that the way is clear to meet it 
and that war necessities do not prohibit it, one can imagine that the de- 
velopment of this market for a Western Canadian product might serve 
Western agriculture an excellent turn, if not immdiately, then, at any rate, 
after the war. It would mean a better balanced agriculture and a greater 
stabilization of the industry, the need for which may become very apparent 
sooner or later in the future. 

The point is stressed that butter is here mentioned as purely hypo- 
thetical. It may not be butter, it may be something else. It will be the 
duty of the mission to find out how best Canadian agriculture can help 
win the war but, if at the same time, it is found that assistance can be 
rendered in such form that it will confer a long range benefit upon the 
agricultural industry of this country, it will be that much the better,

THE GLEICHEN CALL, 


Military Training 


Regulations Regarding Calling Of 
Men For Home Defence 
Service 
Proceedings and regulations relat- 
ing to and governing the calling of 
men for military training under the 
National Resources Mobilization Act 
are set forth in detail in an order- 
in-council published in an extra edi- 

tion of the Canada Gazette. 

It gives the minister of national 
defence power to establish training 
centres, staff them and determine 
the number of men to be trained and 
the length of period of training. 
Staffs will be paid on the basis of the 
Canadian Active Service Force rates. 

The order requires the minister of 
national defence to call upon the 
minister of national war services for 
the necessary number of men and to 
what numbers of French- 
Speaking men shall be called so that 
they may be accommodated in either 


The order provides for medical 
examination of men upon their re- 
porting to training centres and “at- 
tachment of the fit to some unit of 
the Non-permanent Active Militia. 

Men who complete training will be 
given certificates as proof of their 
service, 

The period of training is set at 30} 
days “or such other period as the | 
ministers may from time to time) 
prescribe.” , 

The order provides for food and 
clothing during periods of training, 
pay on the basis of Non-permanent 
Active Militia rate and transporta- 
tion home. In the event of too many 
men being called for the accommoda- 
tien at any training centre the order 
instructs that the surplus men shall 
not be medically examined but forth- 
with returned to their homes, 

A man who has taken training, the} 
order provides, may be transferred 
without his consent to any corps of 
the militia other than that to which 
he was originally posted or to the| 
naval or air forces but only for home 
defence. 

Any man called up who commits} 
an offense against military law while | 
undergoing training may be punished | 
according to military law after the 
period of his training has elapsed. 


New Bedleian Library 


Little Notice Taken Of Opening On} 
Account Of War 


Something which at another time 
would have attracted wider attention 
happened at Oxford University a few 
days after German forces had occu- 
pied Paris. The doors were opened 
of the new Bodleian Library, build- 
ing since 1937 and providing book 
stacks snfficient to hold 5,000,000) 
books. The Bodleian receives auto- 
matically a copy of every book pub- 
lished in England. 

The old Bodleian, hereafter to be 
used for reading rooms and staff 
offices, remains as an historic re- 
minder of another opening of doors} 
nearly three and a half centuries ago. 
That was in 1603, where the bookless | 
Oxford University Library — whose 
books and manuscripts had been pro- 
vided by Humhprey, Duke of Glou- 
cester, in the fifteenth century and 
destroyed or dispersed in the six- 
teenth—had been resupplied by Sir 
Thomas Bodley with a collection 
valued at about $50,000. At the same 
time he paid the cost of enlarging} 
the existing building and provided a 
fund for the purchase of books and 
maintenance of the library.—Chris- | 
tian Science Monitor,

Kluzek arrived in Windsor from 


Springfield, Ill, for the purpose of 
enlisting with the Royal Canadian 
Air Force.

Blacklist Cards Used In Argentine 
By Pro-British Shoppers 
Brightly colored cards peeping from 
the purses of British women—a 
many North Americans and Argen- 

tines as well—are not for bridge. 

They're a part of the more serious 
game of war as played on this side 
of the South Atlantic. 


The cards, postcard size, and in 


packets of 11 covered by a trans-| 


parent envelope, are streamlined ver- 
sions of the British official “black- 
list’ designed to discourage purchases 
of products originating in the coun- 
tries of Great Britain’s enemies, Ger- 
many and Italy. 

During the early months of the 
war the blacklist question became a 
confused one due to misunderstand- 
ing of brands, types, and origins of 
many products.

Long, cumbersome lists were dis- 
carded, In their places came the 
cards, neatly printed on both sides, 
packed in the transparent envelope 
for convenient use. 

Each card lists ‘brand makes of 
popular products, such as cosmetics, 
foods, automobiles, bicycles, razor 
blades, drugs, classifying each list by 
the country of origin. The divisions 
include ‘Britanico’—that one comes 
first on each card—‘Aleman” (Ger- 
man), ‘Morteaamericana,” ‘“Japnoes,” 
and “Argentina.”

BUTTERSCOTCH 


1 cup Bee Hive golden corn syrup 

1 cup white sugar 

1% cup butter 

Mix all ingredients and stir until 
it boils over low heat. Boil until it 
forms a hard ball in cold water. Pour 
into buttered pan and when almost 
cold mark into squares,

Irrigation Projects 


Survey Made In Manitoba By Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Oganization 
The Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 

Act organization has completed a 

reconnaissance survey of the streams 

and rivers of agricultural Manitoba

Amazing Aviation Feat 


Australian Pilot Landed Two Planes 
Which Had Interiocked 


Aviation men at Melbourne ex- 
pressed amazement at the feat L. G. 
Fuller, an advanced student in the 
Royal Australian Air Force, in land- 
ing two twin-engined planes which 
interlocked in collision at 1,000 feet. 
The strange landing was made in a 
paddock near Wagga in New South 
Wales. 

While three or four trainees in the 
two planes hailed out, Fuller remain- 
ed at the controls of the upper plane. 
The propeller was deeply buried in 
the other machine's engine housing, 
but he was able to operate the wing 
controls and landed with amazing 
skill without further damaging either 
machine, 

The fuselage of Fuller's plane 
partly crushed the other’s cockpit, 
slightly injuring the pilot, but this 
was the only casualty.

A February, 1884, issue of one of 
the papers described how a mob of 
citizens stormed the Tombstone jail 
and removed Jack Heath, who had 
managed to escape the death penalty 
for murder, 

The coroner, hearing that Heath 
had been hanged by the mob, investi- 
gated and then wrote the following 
report: ‘We find that Jack Heath 
came to his death from lack of 
breath.”

Fire Prevention Week is set apart 
in order that once yearly the atten- 
tion of our people may be directed to 
the tremendous loss of life and pro- 
perty) by fire and in order that pub- 
lic sentiment may be crystalized into 
action and fire prevention made a 
habit instead of-a theory ‘That is 
why this week is called Fire Preven- 
tion Week| 

In our busy life we are to prone 
to put off the things we actually do 
not have to do, “Yes, that is a good 
thing and swell worth doing, but I will 
do it just a little later.’

smoking matches and various care- 
less personal habits. The common 
hazards enumerated cause more-than 
half of the fire loss, and they are 
strictly preventable. Who would ad- 
mit thiat they could not safcguard 
the common fire hadzards in - their 
home: if they chose to use their in- 
telligence in that direction? It is safe 
to say not one would make such an 
admission, Anyone of average intelli- 
gence can avert the danger from fire 
in their home, but how few there 
jure who make the effort, and what 
terrible ‘consequences follow their 
neglect.
